SYMPATHY FOR CUBA,

Mass Meoting tn New ¥York Over
Which Charles A, Daos resided.

New Yonk, Nov. 2.—Cooper union
was crowded with a large and enthusi-
astic andience last night of sympa-
thisers with the Cuban insurgents. The
stage was decorated with flags of va-
rious South Ameriean republios snd
the stars and stripes. Inthe center of
the stage was & marble bust of Jose
Marti, the dead Cuban patriot, sur-
rounded by potted plants sod palm
leaven. The mass meeting was similar
to the meetlngs recently held in
Chieago, lloston and Washington.
Charles A. Duna presided and made
the opening nddress, eulogizing the
late Jose Marti and expressing sirovg
sympathy with the Cubsn cause. Dr.
Winters, who acted as secrotary of the
mesting, read letters of regret from
prominent men, all the letters express-
ing sympathy with the eause of Cuba.
Congressman William Lulzer was the
orator of the evening. When Mr, Bul-
zer finished speaking, the following
resolution was adopted:

Resolved, That we extend our sympalhy o
thie Cuban people In their struggle for froedom
mnd independence, and we eall on the eon-
gress and the president of these Unlted States
and request them 1o grant belligorent righta
to the Cuban republio.

AWFUL EXPLOSION.

The Town of Palma Shattersd Throughas
Cartridge Golag UM
Bamceroxa, Spain, Nov. 27. — At
Palma, capital of the island of Ma-
jorlea, olghty persons, most of them
women, were employed In emplying
old cartridges when oune of the ear-
tridges exploded In some manner. A
quantity of powder iaken
out of the cartridges was Ignit-
ed by the discharge and a tre-
mendous explosion followed, which
shatiered the masonry of the town
walls which were very thick and did
much damage to buildings, Thirty-
seven women snd fourteen men were
instantly killed and thirty-five women
ond five men were serionsly Injured
and of this number vwenty have since
died.

FRAUD IN THE ORANGE TRADE.

Jamules Frult Repachked sod Palmed 08
s the Gennine Filorkde

“A gross imposition,” sald an e
in fruit yesterday, *'1s belng
v unserupulous wholesalers of fruit,
W o are selling repacked Jamaien
vrunges aa gaitine Florida oranges, of
which there are none In the market
Most of the Jamaics oranges marrive
here in barrels, which are sold st
wholesale for from §i.50 to 85 each.
Theso wholesalers unpack the oranges,
and, nfter nssorting them, wrap them
In tissue papar and repack them im
Florida boxes, mido for the purpose
and stamped with bogus and mislesd-
ing brands aod trademarks As pee
le=tad Jamaica oranges closely resem-
blé in otitenrd appearance the real
Florida oranges, they are, when so re-
packed, ensily sold to growers and un-
sophisticated retail fruit dealors. lut
they tire of inferior quality. Each bar
rel confains two nod a half boxes of
aranges, which, when eold ms Florids
oranges, bring from 82 to 8i # box, or
at the rate of from §7.50 to 510 & bore
rel. The cost of the boxes and the re-
packing is only about 25 cents a box.

“Florida oranges ususlly begin to
arrive In this market about the middle
of Beptember, but are not of good color
ot fifll flavor till s month or more
later. The Flotids orange erop last
year wos estimated at about 5,000,000
boxes, of which fully ome-half was de-
sttoved by severe storms and frosts,
which also Klil¢d the mostof the treea
Experts, who have redétitly visited the
Floridas orange groves, estimale that
the eroji this year will not exceed 100,
000 boxes, and uidy mov be more than
75,000 boxes, all of wlhi¢gh =onld be
readily sold In this city without serl
onsly disturbing the market, which, in
redotit Years; has received from 50,000
10 60,000 bo¥es n week in_the height of
the soason. Almost the entire erop
baviog this been cut off, the more ex-
tensive handlers of ovanges linve boen
seeking for new sourves of supply.
Four years will be required for 1
restorntion of the Florida groves.

“Prospestors from this city who re-
gently visited the state of Bonora
found tlier# a large crop of oranges of
good size and eoldr, which eould be
shipped to arrive in this market st
about the usual time of the arrival of
the first invoices of Florida oranges,
The Mesican erop has hitherto been
consumtd west of the Mississippi river,
but it seems (lils year to be almost
wholly under the contfol of » few
large fruit firms in Baltimoreaud Kan-
sas City, who were among the earlier
seekers for oranges in Sonora, so that
it is doubtful if more than 50,000 or 60,~
000 boxes will be available for this
market. Mexloan oranges sre better
than Jamaicas, but somewhat inferior
to Floridas. An involee of Mexiean
oranges was sold in Chicago a few
days ago for from §3.15 to 83.85 a box,
which are considered high prices for
this time of year, and are equal to
sbout 2 cents an oratige at wholesale.
The limited number of Mexisan ore
anges which will come here isa mere
‘drop In the bucket.' The Californis
erop, ostimated at about 2,500.000
boxes, being mostly marketed in the
western states, will pot materially
help the eastern market, which must
depend mainly upon Mediterranean
ports for its supply for s long time to
come. Oranges are lliely to be vnusu-
ally dear until the prolific Florida
